Regulation of Smal] Firearms Is 
Discussed by Local Residents 








Firearms can be purchased, sold and resold from person to per- 
son without any restriction. When a gun is purchased from a re- 
tailer its number must be registered with police. When that same 
gun is sold by an individual to another person no registration is 


necessary. 


Some people have the opinion there should be some regulation gov- 
erning the possession of such guns as revolvers and pistols.

Law Advocated t 

Chief of Police E. C. Mehl ex-| 
pressed the belief there should 
be a federal law “requiring ev- | 
eryone owning a gun that can be} 
concealed to have it registered in 
the state in which he lives.” Fail- 
ure to have it registered and fail- 
ure to have a registration certif- 
icate should be a felony charge, 
Mr. Mehl said. 

Restriction Favored 

Glenn Van Dusen, 794 East 
Ninth street, believes there should 
be some type of restriction rela- 
tive to guns. 

“Guns used only in hunting 
game might be exempt, but I be- 
lieve other guns should be regis- 
tered with the police,” Mr. Van 
“As it is now, I un- 
derstand a person can buy or 
gell, revolvers and there is no 
record of who has guns.” 

Make It Consistent 

Levi Hirschler said in com- 
menting on the question: ‘What's 
the use of having the guns regis 
tered at the first sale if they 





don’t have to be registered when 
an individual sells them to anoth- 
er individual?” He expressed the 
belief they should be registered 
at every transaction. 

Wider Use Advocated 

Roy Creighton, who comes in 
contact with many men who pat- 
ronize sporting goods stores, said 
that rather than have a law reg- 
ulating possession of guns, the 
use of guns should be made more 
general, 

SA law requiring owners of 
small guns to have them register- 
ed won't stap the crooks from 
having unregistered guns,” he 
declared. “Th-y will make their 
Own guns if need be. I have seen 
pictures of guns made in San 
Quentin by convicts. It is being 
done all the time and a law won't 
affect the fellows who are going 
to use them to break the law or 
kill people.” — 

Mr. Creighton suggested that 
courses be given young people in 
the proper use of fire arms and 
that their use be more general.

How Government in Business Affects You 


We have never been favorable to the government going 
into business in competition with private enterprise—we do 
not believe that is a function of government. We are also con- 
vinced that no private enterprise can compete with a govern- 
ment enterprise. By this we do not mean that the govern- 
ment in business is a good thing. On the face of things, such 
may appear to be true—for the reason that the price of a com- 
modity furnished by the government is less. However, the 
fact must be taken into consideration that while a government 
enterprise pays a very small amount in taxes, the private indi- 
vidual, firm or corporation—utilities and others—must pay a 
number of taxes. 

For instance, in the state of Tennessee every individual or 
industry must pay eight distinct taxes, as follows: A prop- 
erty tax on every piece of real estate or personal property, aj 
Hicense tax on automobiles and trucks, a gasoline tax of eight] 
cents per gallon, a business license tax, an unemployment re- 
serve tax, a federal old age benefit tax, a state income tax and 
a federal income tax. In addition, a private utility company 
doing business in the state—on top of all these other taxes— 
pays a federal three per cent excise tax, a federal bond tax. a 
federal stock tax, a state stock tax, and a state public utility 
commission tax. Not a single one of these taxes is paid by 
the government’s power producing agency in the Tennessee 
Walley Authority area. 

Looking at it from another angle, we find that TVA does 
about one-seventh as much business as the Tennessee Electric 
Power Co. Hence, if TVA competed with the private concern 
on an even basis it should pay one-seventh as much taxes as 
the private utility. However, last year, when the Tennessee 
Electric Power Co. paid $2,339,034 in taxes TVA paid only one 
fifty-second as much—or $45,347. According to its own esti- 
mate the TVA will pay 4.8 per cent of its revenue in taxes— 
while the private utility will pay approximately 17 per cent. 

And here’s what virtual tax freedom of the TVA means to 
the people in the area where it operates: Every individual and 
business—large or small—must pay more taxes than they would 
otherwise. Every time the TVA takes over a piece of prop- 
erty—whether it be acreage, a building or anything else— 
that property is taken off the tax roll. And the difference must 
be made up by other taxpayers. 

The situation down there in the southwest is of far more 
than local importance to the people of that distriet—for if 
present political plans are successful similar authorities will 
be established in every section of the country. As a result of 
that, private investments will be destroyed by inequitable gov- 
ernment subsidized competition. In all probability private jobs 
would then be lost or given to political appointees under a 
patronage systefm—which is now true in a gréat many in- 
stances. 

And then the taxes paid by us all will inevitably increase. 
Shorn of political camatiouge, here we have the great danger 
that increasing government competition with the business of 
Private citizens presents. 

Aside from the tax situation there are other things to con- 
sider with regard to private concerns—both large and small. 
In large corporations there are thousands of individual stock- 
holders who derive either part or all of their income from 
profits of those concerns—the profits do not all go to the of- 
fieers and large stockholders. While it may be true that in 
some instances large corporations have paid huge salaries, if 
these are deemed too high there should be some means of ad- 
justing them. If rates are excessive there are means by which 
they can be lowered when such is shown to be true. In some 
eases rates are voluntarily reduced. It is undoubtedly true 
that with the government competing with private enterprise 
at an increasing rate those engaged in private industry are 
going to have to pay more taxes—and with less income with 
which to pay them—because of less income and less property 
to tax. 

And that does not appeal to us as a very good way to get 
people off relief and into the earning class—nor to reduce the 
national debt,

Have you got into the habit of dimming your headlights| received the following reply, in 


when driving at night? If not, you had better get the habit— 
or the cop will get you. California motorists are warned 
that if they do not dim their headlights when meeting oncom- 
ing vehicles they are breaking the law. Under the new law 
the dimming of headlights passes ont of the ‘‘courtesy code’’ 
and is now a part of the motor vehicle code. The law now 
specifies that headlights be dimmed when a motorist approach- 
es Within 500 feet of an oncoming vehicle and remain dimmed 
until the vehicles have passed. Failure to observe this law is pun- 
ishable by a $50 fine, a five days jail sentence, or both, for the 
first offense—while repeaters may be fined $500, given six 
months in jail, or both. Observance of this law will save ac- 
cidents and deaths: The fact is that the best way to drive in 
a constant stream of traffic is with the headlights dimmed— 
there is absolutely no advantage in having them on in full 
foree under such circumstances.
